It is estimated that the 


quantity discharged will he im reascd be 
foro many years to ,uo,cxjo cubiymcters 
daily, l.ach cubic meter of litfuid con 
tains two and a half kilogrammes of sol-d 
matter, ol which one kilogramme and a 
half is merely in suspension. This sttifl. 
flowing into the Seine, causes an accumu- 
lation of 116.000 cubic miters of mud in a 
year at the mouths of the conduits, and 
makes necessary for its removal an annual 
expenditure of nearly 200,000 
frani-s. 


Lven this sum is not adequate for the jmr- 
pose. Far from securing the removal of 
the obstructs- it is not even sufficient to 
prevent a continued accumulation, and 
the muddy dep sits are constantly extend- 
ing farther down the river and at the same 
time becoming thicker. Since 1875 they 
have become about a. yard thick, and oc- 
cupy nearly a quarter of the bed of the 
river from Asmeres to beyond Chatou. 
The Seine hat, moreover, been made foul, 
and its wate'rs have become unfit for do- 
mestic use, poisonous to fishes, and a 
source of fetid emanations. 


'theauthorities of Paris have been for 


many years considering measures to re- 
move these sources of impurity from the 
rivtr. As they are rich in fertilising mat- 
ters the thought was suggested that th.ey 
might be turned to good account for pur* 
poses of agriculture. It^as therefoic re- 
solvedto apply them to works of inig<»tion 
m the peninsula of Gennevtlliers, wheies, 
passing through the thin soil of red e?ral 
underlaid with gravel, they might leave 
their nch manures on the arid land, and 
be returned to-tbe Seine-purified. Five 
Hectares (twelve and a half ai.es) of land 
were chosen to be imgated by the sewer 
water, which vjas conducted in trenches 
around garden beil* 
These lafcds m it 


turn produced abundant crops of the 
coarser vegetables. Three years after- 
»ard, in 1869, independent gardenets be 
gan to lake m the sewer-water, and the 
demand for it increased, so thatm 1876, 
i IS hectares were irrigated, and in iSSP 
more than 300 hectares.
